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God’s Word and time in prayer. With this accomplished, he knows it is just 
a matter of time until the believer will be completely overcome. 


These aims are successfully worked out by the enemy when he gets the 
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feel his experience is exceedingly strong and does not need day by day de- 
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elected at the recent District Council in 
Santa Rosa. They are pictured on our cover 
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_ JS HEALING in the atonement? 
Is healing in the atonement on the 

_ same basis as salvation from sin? Is 
there any difference in the thought of 
the above questions? Definitely so! 

The burden of this article is not to 
set forth the doctrine of divine heal- 
ing and defend it from those who op- 
pose it. For this subject is no longer 
new to us, nor is it a matter peculiar 
to our movement alone. It is spread- 
ing rapidly to many of the denomina- 
tions. Neither is there any serious 
objection to the assertion that healing 
comes to us as a benefit and blessing 
_ of the atoning work of Christ. (Isaiah 
_53:4-5). Fundamental Bible believers 
accept without hesitation the fact that 
“all things are yours” through Christ, 
and that they are “by Him” — not be- 
cause of His deity or humanity or 
example, but by His atoning work on 
Calvary. (Ephesians 2; Colossians 
1:16-21). All that man lost in the fall 
was due to sin. All that he ever re- 
gains is through the atonement for 
that sin. Thus healing for the body, 
like any other blessing we receive, is 
in, of, by, or through the atonement. 

However, when some believers in- 
terpret the term “in the atonement” 
to mean that the blessing of divine 
healing has equal claim, or has the 
same absolute basis for claiming, as 
does our salvation from sin, then, a 
division of opinions occurs. 

We note in the accompanying chart 
that sin has wrought its evil on the 
whole man — spirit, soul and body. 
The spirit has become separated from 
God and is dead in its sin and tres- 
passes. The soul is alienated from 
- God now and faces a future separation 
in the Second Death. The body is 
smitten with the curse of sickness, in- 
firmities, increased pain in childbirth, 
and eventual death and the grave. 
The earth is cursed also which fur- 
ther taxes the body in its labors. 


The atonement of the cross has met 
the demands of the curse on all three 
phases of man, and in turn, brings its 
rich benefits to them all. This is 
where many draw the conclusion that 
the benefits for each part are equal 
and on the same unequivocal basis. 


But look at the last column of the 
chart and note the spheres of function 
of these three parts of man. The 
spirit and the soul are eternal. The 
body is temporal — it lasts only for 
time. The moment one repents of his 
sin and accepts the atonement’s pro- 
_ vision of salvation, the spirit and soul 
is saved for eternity, untouched by 
death. No other act or provision is 


ever needed for their redemption as 


t the believer walks faithfully with God. 
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Healing in the 
Atonement ?

However, at salvation the body is 
unchanged. Although it is the vehicle 
of the redeemed spirit and soul it still 
remains acursed, frail, and subject to 
the ills of life. It cannot have eternal 
life. With its accompanying nature, 
it must be constantly mortified, put 
down and crucified. It must perish 
and go back to dust. “Flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of God.” 
Paul is careful to tell us in I Corin- 
thians 15 that “the earthy is less in 
glory than the heavenly.” 

So the question automatically arises, 
is it conceivable that any provision for 
this unchanged, sin-cursed, time-limit- 
ed body shall be on the SAME BASIS 
OF IMPORTANCE AND EQUALITY 
OF CHARACTER AND DEMAND 
as the salvation of the soul and spirit, 
which at once becomes eternally 
changed and quickened. Thus the dif- 
ference between the OBJECTS on 
which the atonement operates and the 
SPHERES in which it functions cre- 
ates a challenge to our thinking in this 
matter. Although separation from 
God, Hades and the Second Death 
were the consequences of sin for the 
soul and spirit, when they are redeem- 
ed these factors NEVER touch them 
again. Hades (Paradise) is moved to 
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Infirmities 


Death Grave 
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the heavens. Physical death is but a 
release to glory for them both. But 
with the body, the story is different. 
The earth-curse, painful childbirth, 
sicknesses and afflictions, death and 
the grave are still with the redeemed 
child of God, even right up to the end 
of the age. 


Jesus bore the curse on the earth in 
the crown of thorns, and yet saints as 
well as sinners battle with nature to 
produce crops. He bore death for 
every man in the atonement also, and 
came forth a proclaimed victor. Yet 
all saints from that day to this have 
died. (The only two persons to leave 
this world without death did so before 
Calvary.) Jesus bore all our sickness 
and infirmities on the cross, and yet 
the firmest believers in healing, the 
greatest men of faith, eventually weak- 
en, sicken and die. 


Why is thisP The simple fact is that 
the body is not yet redeemed nor can 
it be. The spirit and soul are free 
from the curse at once because they 
are NOW released. The body must 
be changed — transformed. When 
this occurs, all the provisions of the 
atonement for it will be in force and 
effectual.

N October 2, 1960, people of 
Bethel Temple, Hayward, made 
their way to various classrooms and 
auditoriums of the church. The child- 
ren found adult sponsors waiting to 
welcome them in a department for 
their age group. Dads and mothers 
brought tiny children, leaving them in 
the care of the crib room and nursery 
attendants. Junior highers found 
others of their own age gathered to- 
gether, high schoolers met their own 
age group, college-age, single young 
people found that there was a warm 
fellowship in welcoming others of 
their own age, and the adults had 
chosen their own classes to attend. 
What was going on? Sunday School? 
No. This was the Training Hour, a 
new experience in Christian education. 


A growing concern has been felt 
here in Bethel Temple to offer our 
people the opportunity of gaining a 
better knowledge of Christian doctrine 
and practice. This hour of training is 
the answer to this concern. It is de- 
signed to instill our beliefs in the very 
lives of people. It is practical teach- 
ing of the basic principles of everyday 
Christian living, and is designed to 
develop potential leaders in the 
church. 


You say, that is the job of the Sun- 
day school. No, wait a minute, let’s 
look at the real purpose and final re- 
sult of the Sunday school. The pri- 
mary purpose of the Sunday school is 
to TEACH God’s Word with the goal 
of winning the pupils to Christ. It is 
the “evangelism hour”. 


On the other hand, the purpose of 
the Training Hour is to TRAIN, by 
doing. Here is the hour in the church 
that is the “leadership lifeline”. With 
Training Hour you have an organized 
plan for active participation to train 
effective leaders, develop intelligent 
followers, and produce skilled believ- 
ers capable of functioning effectively 
for Christ. These goals are being met 
through the Training Hour. 


How did we begin? First of all we 
met with a Christian education com- 
mittee to discuss our goals and ideas. 
Then we carefully selected the per- 
sonnel. This is one of the secrets of a 
successful training hour, completely 
departmentalized, qualified adults had 
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to be chosen to lead the various de- 
partments from the tiniest babe up 
through the Nursery, Beginner, Pri- 
mary, Junior, Jr. High, High School, 
College-Career, and Adults. 


Next we carefully selected the cur- 
riculum, the life line of the Training 
Hour. This is the thing that will make 
or break the program. Graded lesson 
materials must be provided for every 
member of the family covering every 
age group. 

An attractive adult program with 
elective courses is offered. The adult 
has the privilege of choosing the class 
and course in which he wishes to 
participate. We began the first quar- 
ter with three courses: “Gifts of the 
Spirit”, “Christianity vs. the Cults”, 
and “Basic Truths for New Converts”. 
This present quarter we have offered 
“Ways of Understanding God’s Word”, 
“Basic Christian Truths” (an elemen- 
tary course in doctrine), and “Know- 
ing the Doctrines of the Bible”. From 
time to time we change the subjects or 
repeat a course so the adults who took 
the alternative may enjoy the second 
or third course. In the future adult 
elective courses we will offer subjects 
such as “Building a Christian Home”, 
“How to be a Leader”, “Growing a 
Christian Personality”, “Effective Visi- 
tation”, and “Personal Evangelism”. 
We encourage all adults to join a 
class. These classes are attended by 
our Sunday School Staff and provide 
a year around Teacher Training Pro- 
gram. 


Formerly, our C. A. youth service 
met at 5:45 p.m. It is now incorpor- 
ated with our Training Hour Program, 
only with the advantage of dividing 
the former group into the present 
three youth departments — Jr. High, 
High School, and College-Career. 

Our Training Hour has averaged 
approximately 30% of the Sunday 
School attendance. Our goal is 50% 
of our Sunday School attendance. 

We have established a complete 
follow-up system and record system 
similar to the Sunday School. As in 
any other successful program the right 
kind of promotion is essential. 

We thank God for the Training 
Hour and what it is doing for our boys 
and girls, young people and adults. 
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Training comes by doing. Here 
a high school student takes his 
turn in leading the group. 


Because of it they can be ready 
always to give an answer to every man 
that asketh you a reason of the hope 
that is in you (1 Pet. 3:15).” Recent- 
ly, we have added an Assemblies of 
God catechism to our curriculum. It 
is a question and answer type learning

The Place of Laymen in the 


Plan of Redemption 


by R. M. RIGGS, GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT EMERITUS 


The Bible reveals that laymen have 
a vital part in the plan of redemption. 
One does not have to look far to find 
it. 

Laymen were present at the great 
Day of Pentecost when the Holy Spirit 
was first outpoured. They were co- 
recipients of the blessing. No distinc- 
tion was made. They were filled with 
the Holy Ghost and began to speak 
with other tongues as the Spirit gave 
them utterance. Acts 1:13 enumerates 
the disciples who were there. The 
14th verse goes on to say, “These all 
continued with one accord in prayer 
and supplication, with the women, 
and Mary the mother of Jesus, and 
with his brethren.” A few months or 
days before these last “believed not on 
him.” They had doubtless been con- 
verted after his resurrection but were 
certainly not preachers or apostles. 
There were one hundred and twenty 
disciples of whom twelve were apos- 
tles. A coincidence that one tenth (a 
tithe) were preachers and the rest 
laymen. These 108 laymen and lay- 
women received the Baptism along 
with the preachers. 

Now Jesus had said, Ye shall re- 
ceive power, the Holy Ghost coming 
upon you: and ye shall be witnesses 
unto me both in Jerusalem and in all 
Judea and in Samaria and unto the 
uttermost parts of the earth. He did 
not discriminate between preachers 
that got the Baptism and layman that 
got the Baptism. The Baptism in the 
Holy Ghost, by whomever received, 
brings power, equipment and respon- 
sibility to witness even unto the utter- 
most part of the world. The power is 
to all who receive. At the very begin- 
ning, this power came upon a host of 
laymen along with the preachers. 
Thus our Lord arranged that a large 
group of laymen should be in “on the 
ground floor” in the initial launching 
of His program for the completion of 
the plan of redemption by taking it 


- into all the world. He was counting 


on them to have a full part in that 
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plan. 

He had specifically included laymen 
in the Great Commission. “Go ye 
therefore and teach (make disciples 
of) all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost: teaching them 
(the new disciples) to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded 
you. And He had hardly finished 
commanding them to “Tarry in the city 
of Jerusalem until ye be endued with 
power from on high.” He was even 
then commanding them to “Go into 
all the world and preach the gospel to 
every creature’. Therefore to new 
converts who of necessity would be 
laymen, the commandment comes, 
Tarry until you get the Baptism and 
then go tell about Jesus and his sal- 
vation to the ends of the earth. After 
all he had said, Be not ye called Rab- 
bi: for one is your Master even Christ 
and all ye are brethren. And call no 
man your father upon the earth: for 
one is your Father which is in heaven. 
Neither be ye called Masters, for one 
is your Master, even Christ. ALL YE 
ARE BRETHREN. This levels us off. 
We are equally dependent upon Him 
for His mecy and His grace. We are 
all equally important in His sight. 

When He said, Go ye into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every 
creature, He said, He that believeth 
and is baptised shall be saved and he 
that believeth not shall be dammed. 
He followed immediately in saying, 
These signs shall follow them that be- 
lieve. They that believe shall be 
saved.

Only elders should 
anoint the sick with oil (James 5:14) 
but ALL BELIEVERS may cast out 
demons and lay hands on the sick to 
recover. Thus laymen were specifi- 
cally endowed with power by the 
Lord to perfom signs in His name.

Someone may ask, “How can I be- | 


lieve for healing of my body? On 
what may I base my faith to even pray 
and ask for it?” We pray for the sick, 
we believe for healing simply because 
God has promised in His Word that 
we should come in faith and ask Him 
for it. II Corinthians 1:20 assures us 
of the promises of God — that “in Him 
(Christ) all the promises are yea and 
amen.” His Word or promise is our 
surety for anything we need. His 
promises are based on His willingness 
to be merciful and gracious to His 
own in keeping with His own counsel 
and purpose. For our salvation He 
binds Himself with a covenant. For 
after blessings we trust a loving Fath- 
er’s love and promise. 

Is divine healing for us today? Yes! 
Is it for us through Christ? Yes! Is it 
in the atonement? Yes! In the same 
way that deliverances from the earth- 
curse and physical death is in it? Is it 
in the atonement on the same basis of 
equality and demand? This we ques- 
tion. Why? First, healing of the tem- 
poral body does not compare in im- 
portance with the salvation of soul 
and spirit. Second, it is not according 
to the biblical experience in either the 
Old or New Testaments. Third, it is 
not consistant with experiences of per- 
sons of strong faith today. 

God still heals those who come to 
Him in faith and trust in His promises. 
Many are enjoying rich quickenings 
from time to time through faith and 
trust. We are not wrong in believing 
that it is something we can expect 
from God today. But it is still to be 
questioned as to whether it is on the 
same basis as salvation from sin due 
to the differences in, or inferiority of, 
the object on which it operates and 
the sphere of its functioning.

Did the laymen of those days take ; 
Jesus literally? We have already seen — 


how they considered themselves in- 
cluded in His command to “tarry un- 
til”. They were right there when the 
fire fell. And Jesus was “right there” 
to give them the Holy Spirit as He did 
the others. In Acts 6 a clear distinc- 
tion was made between the apostles 
and those that served tables. Out 
from among “the multitude of the dis- 
ciples”, seven (lay)men were chosen 
full of the Holy Ghost and wisdom 
who were appointed over “this busi- 
ness”. The story of two of these lay- 
men is told in Acts 6-8. Taking Jesus 
literally that all believers could cast 
out devils and lay hands on the sick, 
Stephen and Philip “did great won- 
ders and miracles among the people’, 
“For unclean spirits, crying with loud 
voice came out of many that were pos- 


sessed with them: and many taken — 


with palsies, and that were lame were 
healed”. And they took him literally 
that the Baptism was power to witness 
for all who received, for their hearers 
were not able to resist the wisdom and 
the spirit by which they spake and 
preached the things concerning the 
kingdom of God and the name of Jesus 
Christ. In Philip’s case, the people 
with one accord gave head unto those 
things which he spake, hearing and 
seeing the miracles which he did. As 
for Stephen, they stoned him and a 
layman became the first martyr for 
Christ. 

A further statement concerning the 
activity of laymen in those days is 
found in Acts 8: 1, 4. Here it is re- 
corded that the disciples were all scat- 
tered abroad “except the apostles”. 
“And they that were scattered abroad 
went everywhere preaching the word” 
This being scattered abroad of the lay- 
men included Philip and his going 
down to Samaria, and resulted in the 
great revival in that city. Others tra- 
veled as far as Phenice and Cyprus 
and Antioch where a great missionary 
church was founded. This was done 
by laymen obeying the Great Com- 
mission and going forth in the power 
of the Holy Ghost. 

We have seen the vital part laymen 
took in the plan of redemption in the 
Apostolic age. What part do or should 
they have now? Present day believers, 
including laymen of course, were pray- 
ed for by Jesus in His High Priestly 
prayer. “Neither pray I for these alone 
but for them also which shall believe 
on me through their word.” Jno. 17:20. 
And His prayer was that we all might 
be one. One surely in completing the

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plan of redemption as well as in 
Christian fellowship. And the last 
_ message of Christ personally to the 
_ churches (Rev. 2 and 8) says the He 
_ hates the doctrine and the deeds of 
the Nicolaitans. Even then on un- 
Scriptural distinction was being made 
between the ministry and the laity 
and the Lord rebuked it sharply. 
Respect for the ministry is taught in 
the Word but the Bible does not teach 
that laymen should leave their work 
and responsibility for spreading the 
gospel for the preachers to do or that 
the preachers should monopolize the 
work of furthering the kingdom. 
Preachers should be “overseers” of the 
flock, which implies a group of church 
workers over which he exercises a 
guiding, helping hand. Pastors are 
“for the perfecting of the saints unto 
the work of the ministry.” Eph. 4:12. 

The pastor is in desperate need of 
the active, Spirit-filled participation of 
all the laymen of his church. Each 
local church must fill its Jerusalem 
with the doctrine. Acts 5:28. The 
pastor needs every man on deck for 
the job. When the Son of Man took 
his far journey, he left “every man his 
work.” Mark 18:34. That means every 
man, not just every preacher. 

Let me go further. The Holy Ghost 
is in desperate need of every man in 
_ the church in the accomplishment of 
His assigned task to see that Christ 
did not die in vain when He shed His 


blood for the whole world. It be- 


hooved Christ to suffer and it behooves 
us, every man Jack of us, to be His 
witnesses among all nations, begin- 
ning at our Jerusalem. Luke 24:46-48.
